A Colliery Catastrophe. 


Loxpox, June 3.—A fire broke ont in 
Phila Colliery, near Durham, to-day. Three 
huudred minera are in the pit. All at- 
tempts to subdue the flames or render the 
minors assistance have failed. Great oxcite- 
mont exists, It is feared the majority will 
perish. 

Later despatches say all but twenty-two 
miners have been rescued, Those missing 
are supposed to have been kill The fire 
was caused by the explosion of fire-damp.

War i, of cours , economically, purely 
deatradtive. Thy men employed prodice 
nothing; the'engines prepared are useless, 
«xcept for killing; the money expended ts 
most of it,consumed on objects which can 
yield 0 direot'returi, Enormous quanti- 
ties of food aro. wastedin transport, do- 
mostic ahimalds are used up in unproduct- 


hive labor and the’ men slain are necessar- 


ily among the strongestin the nation. 
Neverthelevs, the economio loss of war is 
often not felt for a time ; and it ieprobable 
that in the war supposed to be coming 
with Russia this will be the caso to an un- 
usual degroe, It is by degrees that the 
economic effects of war comes to be felt, 
through this agency, usually, of taxation. 
No nation can throw sway perhaps two 
years' revenue in one, on an unproduct- 
ive effort without becoming gradually 
poorer—that is, without having leas to 
spend in giving good wages to great mul- 
titudes of men. Suppose a war to cost 
fifty millions a year—and the American 
war cost 120 millions—though much of 
that is spent in wages, the whole is lost, 
for oven the wages are paid from the 
economic p Int of view for doing nothing. 
When the war stops, therefore, there 
will’ be distress, greatior ttle, in pro- 
portion to the expenditure, but, great or 
little, equally inevitable, not to bs kept 
off by jany financial» arrangement, Iv 
may be rendered short, of course, or 
even innocuous, by other causes, such as 
anudden discovery of anewand cheaper 
motor, which by reducing the energy to 
be expended on producing a result, pos- 
itively adds to the national force, and 
therefore)to the national producing force, 
or by thé opéning up of new channels of 
industry; but, apart from theso, there 1s 
no ayolding the economloconsequence of 
war. War Js waste ; the nation pays for 
the waste by taxation, and, therefore, 
every individual in the nation must, pro 
tanto, suffer. The particular war may be 
right, or uniyoldable, or purely solf-de- 
fensive, but one of ita consequences must 
be this, and id is never wise to conceal 
what must inevitably happen.

The Cruelty of War. 

‘Today, beyond all question, Germany 
is the foremost war power of the world 
1b is os near porfeot in its organization of 
monn of offexce and dofonce ws ts pos- 
niblo to human agencies, Among the qaal- 
itles on which it relies greatly for success 
is ite subsrdinstion of nunanity, philan- 
thropy, and all else of a sentimental na. 
ture to tho sole ond of victory, which it 
purposes to reech by the shortest possible 
route, wholly irrespective «f what humane 
obstacly all bar ite progress. An emin- 
ont German military writer, no loss  por- 
scn than Yon Molike himaclf, In com 
meating nthe proceodingsof the Brussels 
conference, says: ‘The greatent benefit 
attendant or connequent upon war is the 
rapid termination of it, and to that end 
every available means must be allowed to 
stand at our service. In no senso can | 
admit that tho ‘ weakoning of the h le 
combatant power' is the solitary proceed- 
ing justified In war, No; all the sources 
of aid to the hostile government must be 
assailed; their finances, railways, moans 
of subsistence, oven thelr prestige.”’ Those 
opinions of the venerable chief of stafi 
drew down upon him the animadverslons 
ot somo cf the humanitatians, whereupon 
4 writer in the German ‘*Year Book’ re- 
sponds, saying: ‘This sickly sentimen- 
tality of our times, which becomes contin- 
ually more and more aggressive, this un- 
ripe, vapid delirlam on the subject of ha- 
manity, really destivute of decency, now 
claims a proof of the tenabloness of its 
ravings in the fact, for which it is aloneto 
blame, that our field martial has been 
strenuonaly attacked almoat at all hands— 
the military of ccurse excepted—and de- 
picted as of crael and uncivilized mien.” 

So faras the Germans are concerned, 
they recognize no obstacle which should be 
allowed to !mpede their march to victory. 
Prof, Louder depicts a battlefield which ts 
covered with the countless numbers of the 
‘horribly wounded and maimed of both 
armies, frightfully crying for help,” 
“What,” he asks, ‘‘can do greater violence 
to every human emotion, what more 
heart-rending, what more unbearable even 
in thought to every feeling person, than 
the idea that these terribly suffering on 
instead of receiving the promptest, most 


| solicitous care, must be subjected to 


greater torture, to mutilation, to destru>- 
tion! And yet the object cf the battle cou- 
tended for, and to bring about the accom- 
plishments of which all these great eac- 
tifices have been made—the deciding of 
the day—demands a charge, an advance 
in mass of the cavalry, of the batteries. 
Can anything more disiresing be imagin- 
ed And yet, he would not only be a bad 
commanding cflicer, he who even upon 
such considerations as these, would allow 
deflections, delaysand the disastrous neglect 
of the do\ermi: ed instant o' the stormi: g 
advance, but he would be also and simply 
4 traitor to his country, violating his 
facred duty.” 

Wirh such ideas permeating the system 
of'war entertainea by the foremost war 
power of the world, itis nob likely that 
less brutal ones will prevail among the 
nations who may be compelled ‘to resort 
to the field of combat for the settlement 
of differences, War, ia fine, eee 
savagery, and as such humanity and ciyil- 
{zation in its gentler phages will have 
little or no influence on its conduct.

Repairing Farm Implements. 
Mechanical ingenuity does not come to 
every farmer, Thero aro those who are 
possessed of excellent intelligence and 
yet who have not enough of mechanical 
skill to make a respectable milking-stool. 
Such farmers aro from nooontity compelled 
to vag pea mechanio for every iltHla job 
that demands attention. On the other 
hand, there are those. who are possessed 
of great ipeengley and are akilfal in the 
use of tools. This Isa faculty that tn 
not wholly acquired, and yet itcan and 
should be cultivated ao far as possible, 
every farmer should havo a worktop {n 
which little jobs of work can be done on 
rainy days. ‘This should not only be sup- 
Pi with a selection of tools usual- 
iy required, but also with a matorial such 
as aro likely to be brought Into use. Tho 
room need not ot necessity be large, but 
of sufficlent #{ze for convenience, It 
should be systematically arranged so that 
all toola should bave thelr appropriate 
places, ‘These should comprise saws, 
chisels, Sugers, bitatock, bite, hammer, 
axe, shop hatchot, planes, wrench, files, 
and many others which it {s unnecessary 
tomention. In the line of stock thoro 
should bos supply of a yarioty of nails 
and sctows, bolts of various kinds and 
sizes, tacks, wiro and leather, and various 
kinds of lumber and pleces of wood ax 
would be called Into use, With these at 
hand the farmor can many timos save not

Living in Persia. 


Except durlng the three winter months 
the climate of Persia ls warm and dry 
For nine months no raln falls, and scarce 
a cloud is to be seen. One who has not 
experienced such a steady climate ~might 
think it would prove monotonous. Bat 
those who have enjoyed it are very well 
satisfied with it, and never miss the vari- 
able and stormy clizaate of Europe, and 
expecially that of America, 

it is delightfa) never to be obliged to 
make calculations as to the weather, or to 
be disappointed by soolng a storm come 
whon:one has promised himself a picnic. 
It is true that the temperature of Persla 
is very warm in summer, bud the natives 
do not seem to mind it, while the Enuro- 
peans seek refuge in the villages atthe foot 
ofthe mountains. Nine miles from Teheran 
ia a group of charming villages, over five 
thousand feet above the sea, and one thou- 
sand three hundred feet above Teheran. 
Directly behind those villages soars the 
rango called the Shimran, or Light of Per- 
sia, to tho geoat height of thirteen thou- 
sand feet. 


Nearly all summer its crest is crowned 
with snow, which melting, flows down to 
the garden below. In winter, this range 
ia white to vhe plains. . As one walks the 
stroots of Teheran, he can see this mag- 
nificont range rising above the roofs of 
the city. A little east is Demavend, the 
greab mountain of Persia, It is a regular 
cone, twenty thousand feet high, looking 
like a mighty pyramid, When illumin 
ated by the setting san, the snows of 
Vemayend take a lovely roe tint. After 
one has lived at Teheran a few months he 
becomes very much attached to this graiid 
old peak, oud learns to look for it when- 
over he leayos the house, 

Tho olimate of Pora!a naturally makes 
life there an out-of-door existence, In 
tho cool weather vhe people may put on 
furs or woollen outer coverlngs, bab work 
is still performed in the open air es insum- 
mer. The shops ore shallow and entlroly 
open, tho customer generally standing in 
the street to wake bis parchases, Tho 
carpenter who his planing a board allows 
{b to project into the street If too large for 
the ahop, 

Tho tea-houses aro a)l open to the pub- 
lio, and even tho schools are exposed like 
the shops, often with shops on each sido, 
Tho boys alt on thelr howls {n rows and 
repeat ibo lesson after the master, appn- 
roaily undistarbed by the habbub going 
on around them, The barbora’ shops are 
likowlso entlroly open.

Tho Senate's amendments to the Scott 
Act, which virtually kill the measure, were 
to come up for consideration in the Com- 
mons on Thursday evening, so that by the 
time this issue of Tae News-Anous is in 
the hands of subscribers its fate has pro- 
bably been decided. There is great reason 
to foar that such influences have been at 
work as greatly imporil the Act; wo 
would not be at all surprised show the 
Commons reverse their former vote and 
pass the amendments. Should this be the 
case all the work of the temperance party 
for years will be in a measure lont, as the 
Act will then be worse than usel 
The Torouto World, an org 
liquor sellers, of Wednesday last, anya:

It was reported somo du: 
Middleton had given up th 
Bear, having found the country through 
which Big Bear was retreating impassable 
for his troops, A later despatch states that 
he has determined to make another attompt 
to pursue him, and there are strong hopes 
that the wily savage will yet be encountered 
by Gen, Strange at the Beaver river, Big 
Bear is evidently a cunning leader and de- 
termined to resort to all the shifts and 
dodges of savage warfare to avoid a rencou- 
tre with the troops if possible, and it will 
not be surprising should he escape, consid. 
ering the wild nature of the country and 
the difficulties which a pursuing force labor 
under, From his avicat wire to get 
away, it is apparent that if he is unce over- 
taken the troops will make short work of it 
It would be far more satisfactory to have 
the remnants of the rebellion crushed by a 
decisive blow than to have it fizzle out ina 
series of insignificant skirmishes with the 
mounted police. 

‘The Chippewayans, a band of Indians 
who were with Big Bear, have surrendered, 
They say Big Boar has only thirty warriors 
of his own, but with his allies his fighting 
force numbers about 150 or 200, The Chip- 
pewayans also report that Big Bear may 
cross north of the Beaver to Lac des Isles, 
supposed to be 45 miles fr Beaver river

The movement developed in the Senate to 
destroy the Scott Act by vending it to 
permit the ale of beer and wine, is th 
sorbing topic in the Canadian prohibitiow 
world at the present time, Kveryone in- 
terested is thoroughly aroused, and the pre- 
sent indications are that the tyrannical and 
outrageous legislation of that’ irresponsible 
body will not only shorten the days of its 
but precipit: a new political 
form. Curtainly, 
iM the Commons has the hardiliood to concur 
in the proposed amendment s0 plainly at 
variance with the practical expression and 
trend of public opinion, we may take into 
punt at once as a political foree in this 
country, an organized prohibition party. 
That the Commons will make such concur- 
rence is highly improbable, It would be 
totally inconsistent with the philosophy of 
partylam, An election is too close at haud, 
and neither party is anxious to fall out with 
cither the prohibitionists or the liquor men. 
We venture tu predict that the bill will be 
safely guarded irom reaching the Commons 
before prorogation, so that the inembers 
will be left free to humbug their constita. 
ents of both shades as to what their action 
would have been, 

Io this case the Act will remain as itis, 
but there will be the feeling of glorious uu- 
certainty, turned against prohibition effurt, 
Many will feel that an Act which js threat: 
ened so closely with lesiraction will uot be 
worth the shot necessury to win it, ‘I'hose 
who understand the true position of the re- 
form will remain uninfluenced, and will 
work the Act as long aa it is lefe to us, as a 
means of registering public sentiment. Al- 
ready one third of the people have by 50,- 
000 majority declared for prokibision 
throngh the machinery of the Scott Act, 
aod if itis spared to us another year the 
dullest politician will comprehend the true 
meaning of this movement,

The Manchooria boundary question which 
China has suddenly raised up is quite an 
easy one to understand, The disputed ter- 
ritory is on the south bank of the Amoor,

workable, anda fair trial can be made as to 
the beneficial workings of the Act for the 
prevention of the liquor traffic. 

The Ontario License Law cannot be 
brought into force against the Scott Act, 
and the Dominion License Law, commonly 
callod the McCarthy Act of 1883, having 
been mainly declared ultra vires, whilo the 
145th clause, which was declared intra vires 
by the Sdpreme Court, being repealed by 
the present amendments, it leaves the coun- 
ties and cities where the Act has been passed 
without any protective power, and free 
trade in light wines, &c,, will be the order 
of the day. It may be said the Dominion 
Parliament will pass a license law; if they 
do it will be udira vires and of no effect, con- 
sequently every person who so chooses ma 
open outa place for the sale of that which 
the arieded Act allows, 

A freo trade in light wines, porter, ale, 
beer and cider, said to be not more than 12 
yer cent. of alcohol, means that it may be 
2, 20 or 50 per cent,, for who is to test the 
stuff sold in every direction; there is no 
machinery provided for such inspection, and 
thore wil i no trouble on the part of the 
vendors to put a stick in it, and freo trade in 
such wretched stuff will do more to cure the 
evil than tho Senate advocates think of. 
‘They no doubt consider they have rnined 
the Scott Act; they will find their mistake 
in due time if our friends stick to their in- 
togrity and don't become disheartened, as 
the amended Bill will only hasten total pro- 
hibition, I want, therblore, after having 
given the matter due consideration, to ad- 
vise our friends in Hastings, as well as clac- 
where, not to relax in their work but pass 
the Act in as many counties as possible be- 
tween this and the next session of parlia-

When a representative, 
non-partizan body like the Presbyterian 
synod of Manitoba delibgrately adopt o 
resolution like that passed at its rocent 
meeting to the effect that while condemnin, 
the rebellion it was ‘compelled to recor¢ 
its condemnation of the culpable mismanage- 
ment that led to the outbreak and permitted 
it to assume the proportions it did,’ it is 
apparent that the gravity of the situation 
has not been exaggerated, The govern 
ment, in perpetrating the conditions which 
resulted in the halfbreed rebellion, is pre- 
paring the way for a struggle on a larger 
acalo, in comparison with which the recent 
rising will be regarded ns an insignificant 
skirmish,”

The Scott Act in the Commons 
‘The Beer and Wine Amendment 
Rejected, 


The immense power of the liquor traffic is 
shown by the wavering of the House of 
Commons on the subject in the face of the 
plaineat indigations ng the popular will ever 
afforded to a legislative body, That House 
bas actually pase soine mutiluting clauses, 
No one could very well impugn the medical 
profession, or question its fitness to dispense 
alcohol as well as other noxious drugs, but 
no one will have more reason than the doc- 
tora themselves to regret the exception made 
in their favor, When a certain proportion 
of them become the recognized drink-sellers 
of ther neighborhood the whole profession 
will have to bear the effect on its reputa- 
tion. The was no division attempted on the 
Senate's amendment with regard to wine 
and beer as it stood, It was put in a some- 
what modlétied form before the House. ‘The 
exception was not to he applicable to coun- 
tics which had already passed the Scott law, 
but to such as ahERTA hereafter vote for it,

90th Battalion of Winnipeg only awaits the 
arrival of prisoners here, and then they will 
leave for home, Every man is delighted 
with the prospect of a specdy return, Gen. 
Strange's column is reported to be on its re- 
turn from Beaver river. ‘he campaign is, 
therefore, virtually over, 

Herchmer's police, Boulton's and Dennis’ 
horse and two Gatling guns came in this 
afternoon. The Midland battalion b 
ordered to return from Frog Lake a:

River, ‘The prisonersare all in good health,

~ ‘Riel’s Trial. 


It is stated that before Riel’s trial will 
take place the Government will cause a pro- 
liminary investigation and an examination 
of witnesses for the prosecution. to see what 
evidence they furnish before the regular 
trial is hold. There has been considerable 
delay on the part of the Crown convsel in 
preparing their case and it is now understood 
that the final trial has been postponed until 
the latter part of July. Messrs. Lemieux & 
Fitzpatrick, Riel’s counsel, arrived in Ottawa 
on Friday last to interview the Government 
na to the character of the indictingnt they 
intended bringing against Riel, Phoy re- 
presented tg the Minister of Justice, Sir 
Alexander Campbell, that when Riel sur- 
rendered to Gon, Middleton it was promised 
that the rebel should have a fair and impar- 
tial trial. To ensure this it was nocessary 
that a large number of witnesses should be 
heard for the defence, and as this would in- 
yolve expenditure far beyond the means of 
their client, they held it was tho duty of the 
Government, in consideration of the terms 
of surrender, to moet the expanse that would 
thereby bo involved, A half promise that 
this request would be granted was obtained. 
The Government, however, before agreeing 
to pay the expense of calling witnesses for 
the defence, insist on knowing who is to be 
summoned. ‘This, Riel’s counsel refuse to 
impart and in refusing they stated to the 
Government that if the expense was ‘bly 
allowed on this condition they would go on 
with the defence without witnesses, taking 
caro, however, to let the country know why 
they waere compelled to dono and how the 
clicnt h d been treated. Sir Alexander has 
promised to communicate at ones the decis- 
ion of the Government respocting thia im- 

ortant point. It is understood that the 

Jon, Walliam McDougall has refused to act 
as counsel with Mr. Lemigux and Mr, Fite 
patrick in conducting Riel’s defence. It is 
‘said that both Moasrs, Lemioux and Fitzpat- 
rick are disappointed at not having obtained 
any information from the Government as to 
tho time of prosecution intended to be taken, 
as without it they are unable to prepare a 
defence.

Poor Soll Improvement. 


The mothods of using clover for the ro- 
novation of exhausted lands are simple. 
Tho crop {s daually fertilized with plaster 
only, spplied atthe rate of about 100 
poundsiea the acroon the young crop in 

te spring orearly June, It 1s common- 
ly used partly for fodder, at least one cut- 
ting being made early in the second season 
after seeding ; then the second crop may 
be allowed to grow till quite ripe before 
{t ts plowed in, If it isallowed to grow 


still another year, a larger mass of roots 
and stubble will be left to decay in the 
soil, The manure made with the ald of 
this fodder may be put anywhere on the 
farm, where {t {s most needed. The clo- 
vor may be followed by corn and then b: 
wheat with a dressing of manure ; or {f 
tho land is in very low condition and 
needs still morerenovation, clover may bo 
immediately sown again, to be treated as 
above, 

In thus using clover for the improve- 
men) of soils it muat not be forgotten that 
{t can add no phosphoric acid, potash, 
Imo or magnesia to the soll—and that it 
needs quite as mach of these Important 
elements of the food of all plants as the 
corn crop does, and much more than tho 
wheat crop, although {t, for the time, 
leaves the roll in a better condition for 
wheat than ff it had not been grown there 
Consequently no good cloyer crop can be 
obtained on a soll that {s worn out and 
barron because these matters aro exhaust- 
ed ; they must be supplied in phosphate 
and potash salts, or ashos. And even if 
tho soll is not as poor as this, a dressing 
of these commercial manures may often so 
mach improve the clover as to make tholr 
the profitable ; for the larger this crop Is, 
tho moro there Is of vegetablo matters to 
be ploughed in; and its beneficial effect 
undoubtedly deponds vory much on this 
vegetable matter accumulated In {ts roots 
and stubble, or in the whole crop if that

A LONG DRIFT. 


Floating Scorta From the Jaya Eruption, 
The following Interesting account of 
ashes and pumice from the volcanio erap- 
tion on the island of Java in 1883, found 
afloat atsea in January last, is furnished 
from the log of the Antelope of Boston: 
From the 14th to the 15th of January, 
betwen latitudes 1 degree and 4 degrees 
south, and longitudes 83 degreesand 84 
dogroes east, we passed.through quantities 
of pumice-stone and ashes, Ab times the 
sea appeared to be literally covered by it. 
The large pieces-were heavily weighted 
with marine growths, and many pleces 
appeared to be on the point of alnking, 

We picked up a small quantity of it, and 
among it found a amall and very peculiar 
shaped fish, somewhat resembling a turbot. 
We may mention that a large number of 
fish similar to the one we caught anda 
fish resembling an alewive, also lots ot 
small orabs, were among the pumice, and 
they all appeared to be busily engaged 
swimming from plece to plece mating barr 
acles, eto, 

The pumice ls, no doubt, part of that 
thrown up by the terrible eruption which 
occurred in Jaya Aug. 26 to 28,1883, and, 
therefore, has been afloat some 500 diys, 
We were surprised to find {t in this par- 
ticular position, and more surprised tc 
find any of {t afloat atall after sucha lapse 
of time, 

About the 28th of September last the 
sea beach of Natal, south west Africa, 
was covered by pumice, cast ashore by the 
sea. The pumice must have begun {ts jour- 
ney sbout the 28th of August, 1883, and 
{n 397 days it had drifted—taking Java as 
its point of departure—adistance of 4,400 
miles, or 11 geographical miles per day. 

This is certainly & mosb Instructive il- 
lustration of the westerly current we always 
expec) when crossing the Indian ocean 
toward the Oape of Good Hope, 

But how did the pumice reach the poal- 
Hes in which we found {t In such quanti- 
tles. 

We can only form conjectures as to the 
probable course {t took. The ¢quatorial 
current, which originally started this 
large quantity of pumice and ashés and 
landed part of it on the African coast, 
runs from Javain onelarge body, to about 
Jatitude 18 degress south longitude 70 de 
greos east; hore {tdivides into two branches 
one flowing southwest, andthe other weat- 
northwest, toward Madagascar, So say 
the writers on o2ean currents, 

Ships which arrived at Bombay durin; 
last August and September, and peated 
east of Madagascar, report large fields of 
pumice off of this island ; this comprises 
oaepart of our conjecture, The current 
proceeding to the northwest and reaching 
to the north point of Madagascar again 
divides itself, one branch entering the 
Mozambique channel and running to 
the southwest; the other, continulng 
its course to the northwest wevent- 
ually strikes the African shore to the 
northward of Zanzibar, and is turned off to 
the northward, and again, after having 
been whirled around, and held in bondage 
as itwere, for atimeby conflicting currents 
and the changing monsoons, part of It ts 
carried to the position in which we found 
it in such quantities by the easterly cur- 
rents which prevail about the equatordur- 
ing the northwest monsoon; and hear it 

again be held by changeable currents 
until eventually it becomes sofliclently 
welghted by marine growths and sinks to 
the bottom. 

Part of the large fioldof pumice, which 
originally started from Java, will no doubt 
be carried to the routhward of Agulhas 
bank, off the Cape of Good Hope where 
the currents are very strong, and turning 
sharply from the sou,hwest to the south- 
ward and southeast, will reach, the 
well know easterly drift, which flows 
all the year round, and is 20 fayorable 
to ships bound to Australia when they 
are south of 40 degrees latitude, and 
eventually be landed on tho coasts of Ausa- 
tralia and New Zealand, Thus in theend 
many thousands of miles will separate what 
was once s portion of Java, 

I may montion that we passed small 

uantities of it In the South Atlantlo, 
The last we saw of lb was when wo wore 
about 600 miles to the northwoabward of 
the Capo of Good Hope.

1b 1s somewhat 
singular that inthe face of this fact the virus 
of a mad dog should be referred to the 
animal's saliva. ‘ihe ealiva is no doubt in- 
fected, but Pasteur soon proved the real 
seat and empire of the disorder to be the 
nervous system. 

The parasite of rabies had not been se- 
curely. isolated when M. Radot. finished 
his task, But last May, atthe instance of 
M. Pasteur, a commission was appointed 
by the Minister of Public Instruction in 
France to examine and report upon the 
results which he had up to that time ob- 
tained. A preliminary report, issued to 
appease public impatience, reached mo 
before I quitted Switzerland this year. It

QUESTION AND ANSWER, 
How do we know that the Scott Act is 
better than the Dunkin Act ? 
A. It isa more thorough measure, and 
has greater réstrictiona aud more severe 
penalities. It has been adopted in forty- 
eight counties and four cities, and has nover 
yet been repealed in any, 
Tke Dunkin Act was repealed in almost 
every county where it was adopted. 

When once adopted, the Scott Act must 
stand three years before it can be repealed, 
and then only on a majority vote. This af- 
fords a good chance to have it well enforced. 
How will adopting the Scott Act hasten 
general prohibition ? 

A, Ifthe Scott Act is generally adopted 
throughout Canada, it indicates that the 
country is seaily for a Prohibitory Law, and 
Parliament is pledged to pass one when that 
time arrives From present appearances 
that time is not far distant.

A. Au the great bulk of our barley goes 
to the United States, the price obtained by 
the Canadian farmer is almost wholly de- 

ndant upon the law of supply and demand 
in that market. The same answer will ap- 
ply to the hop trade, 

How is it then that such an ontcry is 
raised about hops and barley during the 
present campaign ? 

A. The brewers of Ontario, finding their 
trade in danger, and unable to moet the 
overpowering arguinents of temperance ad- 
yocates on the platform, are trying to 
frighten the farmers in this way. They 
think that by threatening the pockets of 
voter® they can employ a very successful 
argument and one which costs them but lit- 
tle, They have their agents in every local- 
ity to work up the fears of mon who do not 
read and think for themselves, 

Ts there no risk then of barley selling for 
Jess than the present price if the Scott Act 
passes? 
A. How much risk can there be when 
barley ia worth all it now sells for, as fees, 
and is as cheap as oats at 35cts, per bushel? 
Farmers are certainly not so devoitl of com- 
mon senso as to be frightened by a senseless 
ery which has no foundation in fact, 
ut what good do you think the Scott 
Act will do if adopted ? 
A. It is expected that the Scott Act will 
close all the bar-rooms and thus destroy the 
treating system by which young men are 
first ensnared and led into drinking habits. 
If it does this it will be worth more to every 
father of a family of boya than a good many 
crops of hopsion barley, “Aud this it hee 
done in Halton and elsewhere. 
Can a man who rai barley and hops 
tently vote for the Scott Act, 
A, That depends very much upon the 
man, One who drinks and desires everyone 
else to do so in order to increase the demand 
for bis barley and hops would be inconsist- 
ent in voting for the Scott Act.
